Sr,—My attention was directed in Thurs. 
day’s issue, to an article with the ubove 
heading, signed by “One who knows,” 

There was nothing in the communication 
that was remarkable, save that it was the 
united effort of diseased minds, to poison 
the minds of the public by talse statements, 
and base insinuations, 

As this knowing one has seen fit to bring 
this trivial affair before the eyes of the 
public, not trom a sense of right and wrong, 
but from jealousy, aud a desire to injure the 
standing of the I, 0.

New Youre, August 31.—A special to the 
‘Herald’ from Boulllion, Belgium, August 31, 
7p. m., anys a fearful battle was fought yeater- 
dayand to-day by the Prussian armies of the 
Crown Princeand Prince Frederick Charles, 
with the forces of Marshal McMahon. 

Yesterday morning McMahon commenced a 
general movement towards Montmedy. He 
was attacked near Beaumont and driven back, 
after an obstinate resistance, towards the 
Belgian frontier. The Prasslans occupied the 
line of road and captured o large amount of 
camp stores, They drove the French from 
position after position until night closed. Early 
this morning the battle was renowed and con-

ber of French rejnforcements came up, but 
they failed to turn the scale of victory.

On the top 
ofthis latter, commanding a view of about 
twenty-five miles is an optical telegraph, 
the signals of which may be seen from the 
cathedral at Metz. The cheveue de frisse 
or fosses aux loups consists of deep ditches, 
filled up with bayonets, swords, shells, 
grenadys, etc., which are covered with the 
the ground so carefully that the most prac- 
tised eye is scarcely able to detect them. 
All the buildings outside the place are 
wooden frame work, so that they can be 
destroyed at a moment’s warning. The 
Fort Belle Croix is completely undermined 
and the mines are connected with. the 


arsenal so that they can be blown up from 
this latter place. 

The present fortitications ot Metz were 
planned by Vauban. The city is entirely 
surrounded by fortifloations, so constructed 
that they can be defended by 10,000 men 
or by 100,000. Several forts crossing each 
other's fire, und sweeping the surrounding 
country for miles, are situated at intervals 
around the place, When it is borne in 
mind thatto reach the fortifications it will 
be necessary for an assailing force to 
cross two ditches, fifly feet wide by eighty 
deep, the impossibility of carrying Metz by 
storm will be perceived. 

The **Poste des Allemands” is a curivus 
place, and the only remains of the old 
fortress ae it had’ been constructed by the 
Duke of Lorraine. This gate was assaulted 
in 1544 by Charles V., Emperor of Germany 
and King of Spain, but the Emperor, 
Victorious on all other points, was defeated 
on this point by his eternal enemy, Francis 
I, of France, Itis not to ba expected that 
the Prussians will carry this fortress as 
@asily as they seem to have carned the 
little but strong place of Bitche, and the 
experience of the Prussian Generals will 
scarcely allow them to leave so strong a 
place in their rear roa decisive battle may 
be looked for-in the plain sirrounding 
Metz.

The Red River Amnesty. 
From the Montreal Gazette. 


* Under the sufficiently abused heading of 
“The Red River Amnesty” the Herald of 
this city devoted yesterday nearly a column 
of editorial wisdom to a virulent though 
somewhat incoherent attack upon the Goy- 
ernment of the Dominion in respect to its 
administration of North West uffairs. As 
& specimen of the desperation which ani- 
mates the enfants perdus of the Opposition, 
the article is worthy of curious notice, and 
even of quotation in one or two of its amus- 
ing paragraphs. 

The gist of its denunciatory argument is 
that the Ottawa Cabinet has secured an 
amnesty for the offences of Louis Ryell and 
his colleagues, including the foul cri:ne of 
Thomas Scott's murder. For example, it 
assures.us that‘ Riell is quietly awaiting 
“the arrival of Colonel Wolseley and the 
“* troops, knowing that the proclamation of 
‘amnesty is in the pocket of the commander 
“of the Expedition ;” while the “goyern- 
ment organs” are triumphantly challenged 
** to deny that an amnesty has been granted 
‘and precisely as we stated.” Here is 
set up quite an appalling phantom of 
administrative iniquity, which our contem- 
porary, having himself constructed it, is 
Properly competent to demolish with much 
righteous indignation. 


For ourselves we will content ourselves 
with avery brief answer toa very weary 
tirade, the Canadian Government has 
grauted no amnesty to M. Ruell. ‘the 
Imperial Government has granted no am- 
nesty. Neither Government has power, if 
it desired, togrant an amnesty. There is 
absolutely no sense or meaning in the word 
“amnesty” applied in such connection. 
Ollences against statute law ‘cannot be 
amnestied. Where a murder is committed 
no adviser of the Crown here or in England 
has power to say that it shall be condoned, 
Whatever else Colonel Wolseley may have 
in in his pocket, he has there no commission 
to over-ride the demands of justice. What 
vor other authority the Oabinets of Ottawa 
orot Westminster may sway they have no 
Sutlority to dispense pardon to unconyicted 
criminals, prerogative is 
allowed by the constitution to the Sovereign 
norproclamation in her name can guarantee 
from the stern retribution of her judiciary 
the perpetrator of an atrocity such as that 
of Fort Garry. Anamnesty, it it moans 
anything, simply means the assurance of 
the Execotive to political offenders that 
they need be under no apprehension of 
proceedings for treason or treason felony. 
It is in fact a nolle prosequi entered on

Since tho first defeat of the 
French troops the Emperor and the Regent 
haye been practically ignored, The whole 
machinery of the Government and of the 
War organization, has devolyedupon Gen, 
Trochu and the new Cabinet, Will the 
French people submit to the terms which 
may be dictated by King William ? or will 
they accept a Dictator in the person of 
Trochu, or a King in the person of an Or- 
leans Prince, and dictate their own terms? 
In view of the disasters which have follow- 
ed the French army from the first, it would 
appear madness to attempt to continue the 
contest longer without the aid of some 
other power. And while we think the war 
under the present regime is virtually at an 
end by the surrender of the Emperor and 
the capitulation of McMahon's army, there 
is no certainty that new complications will 
not arise by which other nationalities will 
be ranged on the side of France, The ques- 
tion of territorial aggrandizement will have 
to be disposed of, and if what we have 
heard of Russia’s and Eugland’s intentions 
be correct, there is a very strong probability 
that another war on a yet mofe extensive

The Canada Gazette of Saturday contains 
the Instructions respecting the promotion of 
Volunteer Militia training camps, and other 
| regulations to be observed during the annual 
drill, 

Eight clear days are to be spent in camp, 
during which period a drill of six hours each 
| day is to be executed, such eight days to be 
exclusive ofany Sunday that may intervene: 

The whole of the troops are to attend DI 
vine Service in the camp on Sundays, and 
where the services of clorgymen are not to be 
obtained, prayors aro to be read by an officer, 

Mon will recelve $8; officers $16 each 
Officers who have horses will be allowed $12 
for one horse each 

Those who live more than three miles from 
the camp will get an allowance for transpor- 
tatlon—ollicers alx cents a mile, and privates 
three conta; and double these rates when the 
journey has to be done in a waggon, (stean~ 
boats or railways not being available), Twelve 
dollars will be allowed to each mounted offi- 
cor for his horse, 

‘The Militia Department will provide tonts, 
blankets, anda full equipment, but the offi- 

ers and men will have to provide their own 

rations, and any other service while in camp 
oron the march, ‘They must also provide 
their own camp kettles, for which they will 
be paid at the end of the training. 

The size of the targets and the method of 
acoring is regulated, and officera are requested 
to observe tho strictest accuracy in keeping 
the regiaters of the target practice upon which 
the distribution of the prizes will be based. 
Each non-commissioned officer and man to 
be fully equipped, including knapsack or 
great coat, straps, haversack, water bottle, 
drinking mug,tin plate, knife,fork and spoon; 
towel, soap, comb and brushes, and an extra 
pair of socks, Shakos or “busbles”’ need 
not be brought, forage caps only being re- 
quired, and plain clothes will not be allowed, 
The men are enjoined to perform other 
duties as tf out for active service, aud both 
rank and files of the Volunteer force are called 
upon to enter heartily and cheerfully into 
annual training so as to ensure success and 
efficiency.

The Night of Horrors. 


FURTHER DETAILS OF THE KINGSTON, N. ¥, 
CALAMITY — REMARKABLE FREAK oF 
THE LIGHTNING—A HOY’S RING MELTED 
ON HI8 FINGER—TEN LIVEs Lost, 


A letter just received from Kingston,N.Y. 
where several persons were killed a fow 
days ago by lightning, gives the following 
additional interesting details of the catas- 
trophe ;— 


The first bolt that killed any one came 
at eight o'clock. Five persons were imme. 
diately slain, and in the course of the fol- 
lowing day five more died of the injuries 
they received at the time, 

Forty persons had taken shelter from the 
storm under # small willow tree. This tree 
Was next struck, but at sbout four feet from 
the ground the lightning left it and killed 
three of the party, and stunned all, It at 
once leaped to a spot about fifty feet to the 
south, and killed two persons of another 
party. It next struck a horse twenty feet 
enst of its last strike, 


One of the most curious things about the 
whole affair was that only colored people 
were fatally injured. A white man who 
was in the crowd of forty waw knocked 
twenty feet from where he was standing, 
and bis umbrella was torn to strips, but he 
sustained no further injury. A boy atand- 
jog near him had an India rgbber ring on 
his floger with a small iron shield rivotted 
toit. The shield and rivet wore melted,and 
his shoes torn off; and yet he escaped with 
his life,

yells and cries,

o’clook precisoly, a Prussian battery of six 
guns on the slope above the broken railway 
bridge over the Meuse, near La Vilotte, had 
silenced two batteries‘of French guns at 
the foot of Bare Hill already mentioned, 
noar the village of Floing. At 12:10 the 
French infantry, no longer supported by 
their artillery, were compelled to retire to 
Ploing, and soon afterwards the junction 
between the Saxons and Prussians behind 
Sedan was announced to us by Gen. Von 
Roon, eagerly peering through a large tel- 
escope, as being safely completed, from this 
moment the result could no longer be 
doubtful. The French were completely 
surrounded and brought to bay. 

Although despatches have been received 
in this city to-day by the French cable, not 
a word has been heard from the Paris 
agent of the Associated Press, which indi- 
cates that the Censor has forbidden the 
transmission of all news of a political 
character, 

At 12:25 we were all astonished to see 
clouds of retreating French infantry on the 
hill between Flong and Sedan, a Prussian 
battery in front of St, Menges making ac- 
curate practiso with percussion shells 
among the receding ranks, The whole 
hill, for a quarter of an hour, was literally 
covered with Frenchmen, running rapidly. 
Less than half an hour afterward, at 12 50, 
Gen. Von Roon called our attention to 
another French columa in full retreat to 
the right of Sedan, on the road leading 
from Bazeille to the La Garenne 

They never halted until they came toa red- 
roofed house on the outskirts of Sedan 
itself, Almost at the same moment, Gen. 
Sheridan who was using my opera glass, 
asked me to look at a third French column 
moving up 4 broad grass-covered road 
through the La Garenne wood, immediately 
above Sedan, doubtless to support the 
troops defending the important Bazeille 
ravine tothe north-eastof the town, At

Atl:5 p.m. yet another French battery 
near the wood opened fire on the Prussian 
columns, which were compelled to keep 
shifting their ground till ready for their 
final rush at the hills, in order to avoid of- 
tering so good a mark to the French shells, 
Afterwards, we saw the first Prussian skir- 
mishera on the crest of the La Garrenne 
hills, aboye Torcy. They didnot seem in 
strength, and Gen, Sheridan, who was 
standing behind me exclaimed, “ Ah, the 
beggars are too weak, they can never hold 
that position against those French.” The 
General's prophecy soon proved cor- 
rect, for on the French advancing, at least 
six to one, the Prussians were forced to 
retreat down the hill to seek reinforcements 
from the columns which were hurrying to 
their support. In five minutes they came 
back again ; this time in greater force, but 
stiil terribly inferior to the huge French 
masses. ‘Good heaven, the French Cuir- 
Asseurs are going tocharge them,’ cried 
Gen. Sheridan, and sure enough the regi- 
ment of Cuirasseurs, their helmets and 
breastplates flashing in the September sun, 
form in sections of squadrons and dash 
‘down on thesenttered Prussian skirmishers 
without designing to form in line. Squares 
are never used by the Prussians. The in- 
fantry received the Cuirassiers with a 
crushing, quick fire at abont 100 yards 
distance, loading and firing with extreme 
rapidity and uofailing precision into the 
dense French squadrons. The effect was 
startling. Over went horses and men in 
numbers in masses, in hundreds, and the 
regiment of proud French Cuirnasseurs went 
back in disorder—went back faster tian it 
come; went back scarcely a regiment in 
strength, and not et alla regiment in form. 
Its comely array was suddenly changed into 
shapeless and helpless crowds of flying men, 
The momont the Coirasseurs turned back, 
the brave Prussians actually dashed forward 

in hot pursuitatthe double quick, the 
infantry plainly pursuing the flying cavalry. 
Sach a thing has not often been 
io the annals of war. I know not when an 
example to compare precisely with this has 
occurred, ‘There 
episode in the battle, 


recorded 


was no more striking 
When the Preneti infantrysaw their cavarly 
thus flecing before fast woldiers, they in 
their turn came forward aud attacked the 
Prussians. The latter waited quietly, 
patiently enduring a rapid and telling fire 
from the Chassepots, until their enemies 
had drawn so near as to be within 100 yardy 
from them. Then they returned with the 
needle gun, the rapid dre from the Chasse 
pots, and the French infantry could no 
more endure the Prussian fire, than the 
cavalry to whose reacue they bad come 
The infantry fled in its turn, and followed 
the cavalry to the place from which they 
came, That is, behind the ridge some 500 
yards on the way to Sedan, the 
Prussian mitrailleuse, with their teasing 
fire conld no longer reach them, The great 
object of the Prussians was gained, since 
they were not driven trom tho crest of the

The men are haying 4 pleasant time of it 
in camp, thus fur the weather being every- 
thing that could be desired, warm, sunpy 
days, the nights refreshingly cool. Both 
Battalions have nearly their full comple- 
ment of men, and although only a day has 
passed since they went into camp, the men 
Appear as much accustomed to camp lie as 
if they had been on the tented ficld for a 
month. All the arrangements are carned 
out with military precision, and good pro- 
gress is being made in drill, considering 
the short time they have been at it. 

To each Battalion there are 44 tents, be- 
sides those for the guards, ‘I'he Colonel, 
Majors, and staff officers have one each,and 
the officers of each Company are assigned 
atent, The tents are of the same character 
as those used last year, and notwithwith- 
standing the complaints made respecting 
the poles, there has been no improvement 
in this respect. A heavyrain and strong 
wind would level the whole encampment, 
the poles being of that brittle kind of wood 
that would not standthe weight of wet 
canyas, To give an idea of camp life we 
give tho routine of one day: Revielle is 
sounded at half-past tive, and every man is 
expected to be at morning’parade at sharp 
sx for squad drill, Breakfast takes place 
at seven; and guard 1s mounted at 9 a. m.

OUR PARIS LETTER. 


Panis, August 20th, 1870. 

The patriotic agony of the country has 
diminished, and a joyous reveil has set in 
by the successful, but costly series of en- 
counters, which have marked the able 
retreat of the French army from Metz to 
Verdun, The French have had no reason 
to hang their heads after the defeats of 
Wissenbourg and Woerth—they fought 
like Homer's heroes and found foemen 
worthy of theirsteel—and the result showed 
that “ France set out for victory, but not 
for war.” Every hour redresses the unequal 
conditions of the fight, and ina few days 
both combatants will have warriors as nu- 
merous as those of Gengis Khan, Since 
Eylau, Prussia has marked Paris with a red 
Cross—she desires to strike at the heart not 
the extremities of France—until this week 
all her plans went well. Old Moltke, as he 
pored over the map at Mayence, arranged 
that at such an hour such a position should 
be occupied by such a division, and such 
was done. But Metz has arrested his strat- 
egy, and Bazaine disconcerted his play. 

Since the 14th, when the French army 
commenced its retreat for Verdun,thero has 
been a series of battles, more or less im- 
portant, all glorious, all bloody. The object 
of the Prussians was to shut up the French 
army in Metz, causing it to surrender, like 
Mack before Ulm, or by cutting it to pieces, 
march direst op Chalons for Paris, before 
reserves could be brought up. Commenc- 
ing at Borncy, erroneously called Longe- 
ville, continued at Gravelotte and momen- 
tanly finished at Vionville and Doncourt, 
all small villages, The series of battles 
were fought over a beautiful country, inter- 
sected with wooded hills, smiling valleys, 
Streams and picturesque ravines. Believing 
the French troops had quitted Metz, the 
Prussians dashed at this stronghold, but 
found a rear guard under Generals Decaen 
and Ladmirault that pulled them up. The 
corps of Prince Frederick Charles and 
Steinmetz, represented the enemy's forces, 
At Gravelotte the combat deepens until the 
strugglo between Vionyille and Doncourt, 
which may bo included under the name of 
Rezonville, gave fortune to the French arms 
thus far, and which France regards as the 
beginning of the end. Tho Prussians, if 
still able, must push on and give battle 
betore the camp at Chalons—where are the 
French reserve. Bazaine has stated, “if 
the enemy attacks on the 20th I can beat 
him; if he delays till the 25

Imperial, He declined to have any cush- 
ions on the bare boards, and merely asked 
for a glass of wine. The station-master 
had only one glass, that which he 
using. Ho washed it and served 
visitor, then washed it again and made it 
serve ass basin for the Prince to bathe 
his face and hands, After a little while a 
pocket-hunkerchief was found to do duty 
asa towel, The Imperial party, after much 
precaution arrived at Ohalons, The offi- 
cers of the household followed in the “mix- 
ed train,” as they could among the wound- 
ed, provisions, guns, luggage, and live 
stock, 

‘The carnage in these late engagements 
has been tremendous on both sides. The 
mitrauleurs of each army recoyered their 
damaged reputation, Ranks of soldiers 
with their fingers on the triggers of their 
rifles, lay in “swards,” like corn in the har- 
vest fleld. At Borny, General Dacaen 
received a ball in the knee, but kept com- 
mand for nearly an hour, till his horse was 
shot and rolled overhim.

His proclamation to the citi- 
wens is remarkable, it never once alluded 
to the Emperor, The safety of the coun- 
try is the only temp le where parties of all 
shades now worship, the priests being the 
nation armed.

Barley and the Crops ofCanada, 


A New York Merchant, who has been on 
a tour through Canada, with a view to tind- 
ing out what the prospects of the barley 
yield in Canada were, furnishes the follow- 
ing figures to the New York Stock Hxchange 
Weekly : 

On the Bay of Quinte and at Picton the 
barley is good in quality and color, but only 
about one half the yield of 1869. Rye one- 
quarter crop. At Belleyille, barley crop 
two-thirds that of 1869; quality good; 
Tye poor; peas and oats good, At Napanee 
barley three-quarter crop of 1869 ; quality 
good; rye poor, From thence to Port 
Hope the barley crop, as to yield and 
quality about the same as in the before 
mentioned places. At Peterborough, 
barley light crop. At Bowmanyille the 
crop will be only about two-thirds of 1869;

New York, Sept. 10.—A special London de- 
epatch 6a) There Is an impreselon in high 
official circles here that France will accept any 
terms short of the dismemberment of her ter- 
ntory, in refusing which she is supported by 
Russia. It is believed the Republican Govern- 
ment will pay a large indemnity, dismantio the 
frontier fortresses and largely reduce the stand- 
ing army. More than this will not be conceded. 
If Prussia should {insist on the cession of Al- 
saco and Lorraine, or even Metz and Strasbourg, 
the war will assume a new and most terrible 
character. 


The goneral feeling in London Ss that Ger- 
many basa military right to demand the ex- 
pénoses of tho war, with reasonable guarantoes 
for future security, but that she has no right to 
attempt to degrade and humiliate France, It 
is quite certain that If she attempts to do this, 
she will be met by one of the most formidable 
European coalitions ever formed, and that no 
mau can predict the Issues of the conflict.

The Lower Province Riflemen who have 
had practice upon these ranges, just walked 
straight into our men yatil they were likely 
to become entirely demoralized, Onesplen- 
did fellow from Ontario said to me, as the 
Provincial teams were firing at the 600 
yards range, ‘ I never will wear my medals 
again ata match,” and on my enquiring 
the cause, said he, I missed my first three 
shots, they went low, and I have my sights 
elevated to nearly 700 yards,and asI missed 
the last time I heard a dirty-faced little 
vagabond say to another, * Hi! I say Jim,

The Ontario and Quebec men are, how- 
eyer, coming up rapidly now. In the second 
stage of the All Comers Match the four 
prizes lie between Bars of Montreal, Bell 
of Brockville, McNaughton of Cobourg,Dr, 
Oronhyatekha, and Young of Brockville, 
so that either all the four prizes in the 
second stage will be carried away by our 
men. I say our men, as I have already be- 
come acoustomed to the distinction drawn 
by the Lower Province men. Whenever 
they have occasion to speak of men from 
Ontario or Quebec, they say Smith of Uan- 
ada, and Jones of Canada, while they speak 
of the others as Nova Scotians and New 
Brinswickers, Those from Ontario and

Another Tureo, who:had both legs shot off 
crawled with difficulty to a wounded 
Prussian and bit him in the neck ; another, 
also wounded, shot an officer (trom behind) 
dead through the neck. Several Turcos 
Were brought here among the wounded, 
and placed in the highest rooms of the 
lazoxet (into which the barracks have been 
turned), but one being so very ill was 
thought incapable of mischief, and was 
placed with some of the Prussians, To-day, 
however, he seized an opportunity to stab 
to death the wounded German lying 
him with a large penknife he 
had kept concealed in the lining of his 
trousers, For the sake of justice, and to 
calm the general excitement, he is sentenc— 
ed to be shot-to-morrow morning. A Tur- 
co officer, who speaks several languages, 
appeared more civilised, and seemed affect- 
ed by the kind treatment of several German 
ladies, and until now had behaved well, 
but to-day he bit Dr. Dietz very severely 
inthe arm when he went to dress his 
wounds.

every part of this treble-sided arrange- 
ment of menin the turrets, men on the 
upper deck as sail trimmers, und men on 
the upper deck and inthe topsas small- 
arm men, there is no confusion.” 


Yet with all the favorable reports ot 
friendly critics, the Captain was pronounced 
a failure by the chief practical authority of 
the British Navy. The most conclusive 
facts against her were that she had been 
made 800 to 900 tons too heayy, and thus 
she floated two feet deeper than was intend- 
ed. The Messrs. Laird did not attempt to 
deny the miscalculation of weight—gross as 
it must appear to any one conversant with 
nayal achitecture —but attempted to shield 
themselves under the actual results she had 
achieved in point of speed and manavering. 
They adduced the testimony of an Admiral 
to the following effect : 


“The Qaptain is the most formidable 
ship, and could, I believe, by her superjor 
armament, destroy all the broadside ships 
ofthis squadron in detail. * * She is 
very easy in@ seaway, and can use her 
guns in any sea in which an action is likely 
tobe fought. * * * Shecan be cleared 
for action in five munutes. .* * The 
arrangements for battle are very good, 
* * There is much comfort and accomo- 
dation on board ; officers and ship's company 
are well berthed,” 

Mr. Reed brings the report of another 
Admiral m rebuttal, and,in view of the 
Oaptain’s actual fate, it reads yery much 
like a prophecy ; 

“The weak point inthe Captain seems to 
be the absence of direct fore and aft fire, 
particularly ahead. * * A vessel armed 
asthe Oaptain cannot advance end on in 
line abreast with other ships, and fire shot 
in advance without danger of collision. * 
The lowness of freeboard exposes her to a 


plunging fire through the decks, at the 
base of the turrets, from ahead, astern, 
diagonally and abeam. The machinery of 
the turrets is thus, in: my opinion, endan- 
gered, The musting 18 much overdone 
beyond the strength of her complement, 
(600), and interferes very much with her 
steaming head to wind. .* * The spare 
spars are preparations for a bonfire; stud- 
ding sails. and their gear a great encum- 
brance and unnecessary. The wreck of 
such large’masts falling might be fatal, by 
stopping the turrets or masking their fire, 
The mizzen mast is a standing menace to 
the two screws, and should be at once re 
moved, * * Ona Wind, under sail only, 
the ship can do little or nothing to wind- 
ward, * * ‘The hurricane deck and 
boats seem to mein much danger of de- 
struction by fire in action. 

Such has been the Ominous controversy 
that has been waged over the ill-fated 
Captain, and it is to be feared that her loss 
will more than justify the severest reflection 
cast upon her designgrs and builders, That 
every soul on board seems to have perished 
with her, 18 a melangboly commentary on 
the construction of agch floating engines ot 
havoc and slaughter that prove os fatal to 
their inmates as tucluLject of their attack. 
During the American war we had more 
than one inatance of how certain death was 
to the crew of a sunk monitor, and with all 
her preposterous combination of the cruiser 
with the monitor, the Captain could scarce 
ly fail to be equally infallible in the drown- 
ing of men under her armor-plated decks, 
We have suppod ao full of horrora during 
the last fow weeks that 500 men seem but 
a slonder tale of slaughter; but a peaceful

INTERESTING EXPERIMENTS WITH 
MARTINI RIFLE, 


THE 


It may be interesting at the present time 
lo recall the results ofa trial which was 
at Woolwich last year between the 
the Martini Henry rifle, 


Royal Artillery Institution. Captain Simon, 
French Arullery, submitted three 
improved Ohassepots, They were fired in 
comparison with the Martini. Henry at 500 
yards range, The following are the figures 
showing the mean deviation of twenty shots ; 
Martini Henry, Sergeant Batt, R. M., kneel: 
ing position, 1.80 feet ; Ohassepot, Capt, 
Simon,from shoulder rest,2.78 feet ; Martini- 
Henry, Capt. Simon, trom shoulder rest,0.97 
feet Chassepot, Sergeant Batt,R. M.,kneeling 
position, 3.02 feet ; Martini Henry, Edward 
Ross,Esq., siting position,0.96 feet ; Chasse- 
pot, Capt. Simon, trom shoulder rest, 2.73 
feet ; Martini-Henry, Capt. Simon from 
shoulder rest, 1.62 feet ; Chassepot, Capt. 
Mackinon, sitting position, 2.88 feet. Thus 
the accuracy ofthe Martini-Henry far excel- 
led the Chassepot. We may also add that 
the accuracy of the Chassepot, as here exhi~ 
bited, was far inferior tothat of the Saider 
rifle. Height of trajectory at 500 yards; 
Chassepot, 10 feet at highest — point; 
Martini Henry, 8 feet 2 inches at highest 
point. In simplicity ot manipulation the 
Jatter arm is also superior. Twenty rounds 
were fired for rapidity with the following 
result; Martini-Henry, 1 minute ; Chassepot 
1 minute 42 seconds. The only advantage 
in fayor of the Chassepot as compared with 
the Martini-Henry isthe lightness of its 
ammunition, due mainly to the bullet 
weighing 880 against 480 grains. This is 
much more than counterbalanced by the 
following points, which are in favor of the 
Martini-Henry arm :—Increased strength 
and safety of ammunition, greater accuracy, 
longer range, flatter trajectory, higher 
penetrative power, greater safety, simplicity 
of construction and strength, increased 
rapidity of fire. As compared with the 
needle-gun the Chassepot, although by no 
means a satisfactory type of military, arm is 
superior, It is rather more rapid. Its 
accuracy at moderate and longer ranges is 
inferior. It has a higher velocity, a flatter 
trajectory, and greater penetration, Both 
guns, as is well known, are on the bolt 
system ; both use a needle and spiral spring; 
both fire a “consuming” cartridge. Thatot 
the needle gun is of paper. 


Remuneration of Sweet Singing.

This at once raised 
the Tyneside man to the highest position 
in the acquatic firmament, a position which 
he has ever since occupied without being 
called upon to defend his title of champion 
of England.

FOUR-OARED RACE WON BY THE 
COYLE CREW. 


Telegrams from Montreal and Lachine, 


Monrreat, Sept. 14th,—1 a, m,—Thirty 
seven thousand strangers are in town to~ 
night. Twenty-five thousand are telegraph- 
ed to be here to-morrow. 

‘There was great excitement at the fair 
to-day. Forty thousand people present. 

Twenty thousand dollars were invested 
on the race to-morrow at the St, Lawrence 
Hall to-night, 

Three hundred pickpockets are in town, 
New York and Boston detectives are on 
their track, 

The most intense interest is felt in the 
result of the atruggle to-morrow. 

Lacnine, Sept. 14.—The long-expected 
regettu of the Lachine Rowing Club com 
menced this afternoon at three o'clock. 

THE CHAMPIONSHIP, 

The opening race of the regatta was a 
single scull race over a two-mile course for 
the championship of the St, Lawrence,— 
The contestants were Watts, of Montreal, 
and Berry, (coloured) of Toronto, In the 
firat mile both kept very irregular, but 
Berry won the race by one and a half boat's 
length’in sixteen minutes and forty sec- 
onds. The champion was loudly cheered 
as he passed the stake boat, Odds were 
taken against him threeto one, but he 
actually played with Watts—stopping 
twice in the race, 

BOY'S RACE, 


The 2nd race run was the 2 miles for 
boys. Four boats were entered, but only 
the ‘Hornet’ and ‘ Shoo-fly’ started.— 
They kept very well together until they 
turned the mile buoy—tho ‘Shoo-fly’ lead- 
ing, when Hanna of the ‘Hornet,’ broke a 
pin. ‘Shoo-fly’ then went ahead winning 
by about 200 yards, 
FOUR-OARED RAOE,

may be shortened 6 miles by the erection 
of a bridge across the York River, at La- 
yalle’s—the Road being already made and 
known as the Lavalle Road—or may be 
further shortened two miles by a road 
about four miles of which are to be made, 
extending from L’Amable through a good 
tract of lovel land till it falls upon the 
Mississipp1 Road,ten miles east of the Hast- 
inga Road, and thus reducing the distance 
to 80} miles; whereas the proposed route 
through Cashel and Mayo, betweun the 
Same points, cannot be less than about 30 
miles, having to pass through a country 
very much intersected by lakes, swamps 
and rough land. Now if this new road is 
to go on under the auspices of tho County 
Council, it will act injuriously to the inter- 
esta of the Hastings Road, as it 1s evident 
that the object of its promoters is to make 
it a County Road in opposition to the one 
already in existence, and so throw in abay- 
ence the interests of al) the other Townships 
here, for the sakeof two or three. These 
remarks are not intended as an objectionto 
roads being opened up to lands fit for 
settlement, for all must acknowledge the 
neceasity of such as an encouragement to 
settlers, buteven in that case one section 
should not receive more cognizance from 
the County Council and the Government, 
than they may be willing to accede to the 
others, It may be said, very likely, by the 
promoters of said route, that the reason 
why a road is proposed to the Townships 
of Carlow and Mayo, is owing to the quan- 
tity and quality of theirland; but I beg to 
state that the same reason can, with equal 
force, be applied to eight or ten Townships 
lying to the west and north-west of them, 
and to which the Hastings Rond is the line 
of communication. 

Considering then that the Hastings Road 
1s the main artery to this portion of the 
country, and that by a liberal outlay on 
that section of it between McKillican’s and 
York River, a distance of about 20 miles: 
with small repairs on the other portions, it 
could be improved so that an ordinary team 
could carry a load of twenty hundred 
weight from Madoc to Doyle’s Corners, 
The first great interest in the promotion of 
the settlement of this County 1s the necessi- 
ty of having one good road, from which 
cheap Roads shoutd be made into the blocks 
of good land in each Township.

Douchery---A Momorable 
Spectacle, 


A correspondent of the New York Her: 
ald, weiting from Douchery, September i 
gives the following account of the moye- 
ments of Napoleon, after his interview with 
King William :— 

“The Emperor, a prisoner of war, has 
just passed below my window through the 
main street of Douchery, It is rainmg 
torrents, A column of Wurtemburg troops 
coming in the opposite direction blocks 
up the way. The cortege was preceded by 
@ troop of black hussara in full uniform 
and uncloaked. Then came the brougham 
with the Emperor. He was in the kepj 
undress uniform of a Lieut.-Goneral, with 
tho star of the Legion of Honor on his breast 
His face looked exceedingly worn, with 
dark lines under his eyes, which were ob- 
servant of what was passing around, for-he 
saluted the Englishmen who ran out to see 
him and raised his hat, By hisside sat a 
French officer, I think, Achille Murat, But 
who could look at any one but the one 
man? and it was only a glance any person 

with good feeling would care to give. 

“Atsuch a moment even to him the 
horses were worthy of the imperial stables. 
The postillions were smart as if in the Bois 
or en route for St, Cloud ona wet day, They 
and the two who satbehind wore long 
water-proof cloaks, glazed hats and the 
imperial cockade, As the brougham was 
stopper for a moment my courier caught 
sight of his Majesty's face, “What o 
change,” he says,“ since the Prince Na- 
poleon lodged in my louse in London 
before he went to live in King street,” 
He had his hand to his moustache, which 
had the well known point and waxed ends.

nervous twitching, 
and the emotion which shook him for a 
moment when le was speaking to the 
Crown Price yeateday, of the King’s 
manner, had passed away, Then he brushed 
the tears from his eyes with the gloves he 
hadin one hand and was overcome for 
some seconds,

the Englishmen. The great Babel was 
hushed in a pause of suspense that was 
painful to sensitive nerves, There sat the 
great and illustrious representatives of two 
hemispheres in one of the manliest spots 
of old Eogland—one had to lose, and yet 
even the backers of the winners would feel 
sympathy and compassion for them.

Before four strokes were taken the Tyne 
showed in front, and had their 
length in the first quarter of a mile, taking 
their opponents water and pulling like 
clockwork, ‘The latter’s policy was here 
very apparent; slipping on the after edge 
of the thwart they brought their full strength 
agninst the stretcher and rowlocks simul- 
taneously. New Mrunswick enthusiasts 
said “ Fulton was husbanding his strength, 


cleared 


and would soon call upon his crew, and 
lead to the buoy.” To other spectators it 
was clear that the boats had raced for the 
lead, and that the Canadians were doing 
all they knew. Renforth’s men kept up a 
stroke of 41, without being bustled or hur- 
ried, Fulton’s men have been a trifle 
faster, but the correspanding work was not 
there. It seemed an age that their oars 
were out of water, while the English swing 
made the action of their crew appear more 
continuous.

John boat in its easier contests had gone 
before this heart-breaking, before stern chase 
six miles was half over, To the backers of 
the Tyne the widening gap was sweetness 
long drawn out, and indeed the race was 
never in doubt tor a minute.

Quebec, Sept. 16, 

A public meeting will be held in the 
Music Hall, on Monday next, to consider 
the question of the North Shore Railway. 
A better feeling is getting up among the 
people in regard to the project, and it is 
believed that its realization is the only 
means of withdrawing the business in 
Quebec from the stagnation in which it has 
been so long plunged. Incidentally other 
improvements are being mooted,and among 
other resources from which expenditure is 
to be met, the taxation of ecclesiastical 
property, which forms nearly one-third of 
the city, is spoken of. On the whole, the 
ancient capital seems to be waking up from 
its long lethargy. 

A shocking accident, attended with se- 
rious loss of life, occurred at Jacques Car- 
tier,some 20 miles from here on the Gosford 
Railroad, About 9 o’clock, while a small 
mill erected by the contractor to cut sleep- 
ers for the road was in full operation and 
all hands at work, the boiler suddenly ex— 
ploded, killing six workmen on the spot 
and severely scalding or otherwise injuring 
a number of others, several of whom aro 
not expected to recover. One ofthe killed 
was named Francis Daniels, of New York, 
The others were all French Canadians

Naw Yonx, Sept. 17.—The Zridune’s corres- 
pondent telegraphs that Motz holds out. 

It ia asserted that Bazaine has 75,000 men and 
abundance of provisions and munitions, and 
is constantly harrassing the Prussians. 

A railway wagon full of French uniforms has 
been selzed at the Eastern Railway Station In 
Paris. 


The city is full of Prussian spies causing ap- 
prebenslons of treachery. 

A decree has beon issued for fixing the price 
ot meat fortnightly, and one is contemplated 
for fixing the price of bread. 


The bombardment of oul was resumed yes- 
terday forenoon, and continued. At night the 
eommander of a score of scouts signalled a 
thousand Prussian Infantry at Logny and o 
number of Ublans at Claye, about two-thirds of 
the distance between Meaux and Paris, 

A beavy cannonade and fusilade were report- 
ad to have been heard yesterday on the river 
from St; Ouen, in the direction of Bourget. 

The forest of Generillicrs has been fired, but 
all the woods burn slowly, as the trees are green 
aod much rain bas fallen, At night no flames 
are visible from any elovation, except reffect- 
tions from stacks of hay, straw and corn, 
which are belng buned by the proprietors to 
save them from the Prussians. 

Great clearances haye been made in them to 
permit artillery fire. 

At Montreull, near Vincennes, where the cel- 
ebrated peach gardens are, the enclosed orch- 
ards have been demolished for the same purpose, 

The toll bridge at Asnieres was blown up 
yesterday.

All trains have been stopped on the Northern 
and Eastern lines. 

Gens-d’armes, mounted and on foot, of the 
Department of the Seine and adjacent Depart- 
ments, are coming into Paris.

Downfall of the Roman Empire 


ROME SURROUNDED — LIGHT OF THE POPE 
—IHIs BUBJECTA REJOICE. 

Lonpon Bept. 17.—An official despatch 
from the headquarters of the Italian army 
of occupation in the Roman territory at 
Monte Rotunda, dated the 17th, says: 
“Baron Arnim came to Gen, Cardona’s 
quarters, by the authorization of the Pope, 
to explain that foreign military forces for 


the moment ruled Rome, and that His 
Holiness was unable to prevent resistence to 
the entrance of the Italian troops. He 
wished to know what course Cardona in- 
tended totake, The General replied that 
his purpose was fully set forth in the royal 
proclamation, The King had shown great 
patience; but the fact that foreigners 
attempted to defend the city and rule the 
Pope, tried that patience severely, Arnim 
begged a delay of four hours, that he might 
bring additional influence to bear on the 
Pope. Cardona so far yielded as to suspend 
tho attack on Rome for 24 boura, but resery~ 
Ing the right to manquyre his troops 
which now encircle the city, 

Tho “ Tribune” correspondent at Florence, 
onthe 17th, telegraphs that Garibaldi has 
not left Caprera. 

Mazzinv’s letter,promising to renounce the 
Republic if the King goes to Rome, proves 
a hoax. 

The ltalian army is quietly but rapidly 
occupying the Pontifical territory. A num- 
ber of towns were lately entered without 
opposition. General Kanseller,Commapder- 
in-Chief of the Pontifical forces, has refused 
to surrender the city of Rome,

RIELL AND HIS ERIENDS.

But there are one or two other elements 


which Lave lately been introduced here, 
—| which promise to give no little trouble, at 


east until they are got quit of again, Firat 
mong these, isa section of the yoyageurs 
of the Government boats which came up 
long with the troops. Where these men 
have come from or why they wers selected 
as Government employees is more than I can 
see, Many of them ecem to be rowdies of 
the first water, and the scenes to be daily 
Witnessed here are of the most extraordi~ 
nary and disgusting character. They gene~ 
rally manage to get drunk before noon, 
and haying become delirous, they get out- 
side and fight and tear at each other, and 
swear and fall down in fits like 80 many 
maniscs, Asa role, during the last seven 
days there-bave been on—-aa “average four 
free fights every day before eleven in the 
Not manly stand up fights by 
any means, but fights from which the com- 
batants emanate more dead than alive. 
Yesterday I saw a half-breed, a perfect 
Hercules, and a little French yoyageur, 
tackle with each other, They firet went at 
it with their fists, then with their teeth, 
then with their knives, and the half-breed 
having got the worst of it so far, run to 
some distance and fired off bis reyolyér 
quite promiscuously,—Fortunately no 906 
was burt, but they might have-been. The 
hulf-breeds fear aod run from these yoya- 
geurs #8 they would from Satan.

DRUNKEN ATROCITIES, 


But the Indians arenot so much afraid of 
them—forthey can prooure: fire waler and 
where Locan get fire water, he will face 
anything. The result is that round Fort 
Garry there are hundreds of Indians with 
their squaws assembled, all of yhom may 
be seen at any hour of the day in a slate of 
beastly intoxication. They cotton in with 
the voyageurs, they get drunk for them, and 
then the row begins, Many of the voy- 
ageurs have been here and there, have been 
found in the mornings lying on the prairie, 
more dead than alive, and dreadfully muti- 
lated and robbed. The other moruing a 
squaw, who had made herself peculiarly 
conspicuous the night befure by her drank— 
eu freaks, was found a few yarda from 
where I write, stabbed in more than twenty 
places; lying in a great pool of her own 
blood, senseless and—all but dead. She 
was taken to the: hospital at Fort Garry, 
where she was carefully attended,. but 
whence L fear she will never come out 
alive. Stores, it is said, have been broken 
iuto and goods stolen ;s0 have private houses. 
In fact I was glad enough to get out of the 
territory when I last visited it; "but, speak 
ing quietly, I teel more inclined to bolt 
now than Idid then. For Ido not feel 
sate. Certainly I would not take any 
money and walk between Fort Garry and 
Wiunipeg atter ten o'clock ; and when one 
sees maddened }.alf breeds firing off their 
revolvers at midday on the open streets, and 
staggering, rioting, frantic: [ndiana tesring 
their blankets and brandishing their rifles, 
and maddened, blinded Christians (save the 
mark) ready in their demoniac rageto clutch 
any one by the throat, and nriserable dirty 
sqvaws drunk and delirous—eyen in their 
drunkeness with all the cunning end fero- 
city ofthe the tiger—a sense of sajety is 
rather hard to realize. I donot believe 
that any village was ever in so short a 
time so thoroughly demoralized as Winnipeg 
siace our arciyal—for Riell, with all his 
faults—kept up an excellent police turce. 
Ot course, to some extent such demoraliza: 
tion is inseparable from such an influx, but, 
not that the demoralization should be quite 
so apparent. And it isto be hoped thata 
system more decorous and safe will shortly 
be inaugurated. 

RIELL'’# DESERTED HOME. 

Regarding military arrangements, these 
have reached a state in which little altera~ 
tion will be made until winter is over, All 
the Ontario battalion”18 here, except Capt. 
Scott's, which it is expected, will arrive in 
a few days, They will ocoupy Fort Garry 
during the winter months. At present they 
are still camped out; but various edifices 
inside the walls are being put into repair for 
them and in a week ortwo they will bo 
realy for occupation, And no little repair 
was needed, for the President and his 
followers do not seem to have been at all 
impressed with the importanoe of any mili- 
tary arrangements. For all the premises 
they occupied were in the foulest and A thi- 
est condition possible—in fact, it would be 
quite impossible, in the columns of a res- 
pectable newapuper, to go lito details on 
this sabject, Suffice itto say, that any- 
thing more disgnstingly filthy was never 
seenthan the appearance most of those 
rooms presented. Speaking of improve- 
ments for barraoka,itmay not be out of place 
to hint ut a probable source of much dissatias 
faction amongst tho officers of thw Ontarro’s?

The Strasbourg Cathedral and 
Clock, 


One of the most lamentable results of the 
siege of Strasbourg, leaving out of view the 
lows of human life, is the injury which the 
bombardment has inflected on the noble 
cathedral; and we may add, upon its won- 
derful astronomical clock, The vastcathe 
drgl, which, perhaps more than any other 
one thing, bas made the name of Strasbourg 
celebrated, is considered one of the finest 
Gothic buildings In Europe. It was found- 
ed A,D. 604. The choir was built by 
Charlemagne, probably about A. D, 800— 
though it was not completed until 1439. 
The material of which the cathedral is built 
is a brown stone, obtained from a quarry at 
Wassebonne in the yalley of Couronne, a 
few miles from Strasbourg. The architect 
of the existing edifice was Erwin yon 
Steinbach, of Baden, One John Huells, of 
Cologne, was the architect ofthe peerless 
tower. We state these facts because they 
have never before been seenin print, Its 
height, 566 feet, surpasses St. Peter's and 
ig about equal to that of the Great Pyramid 
The greater part of the entire structure was 
destroyed by lightning in 1007; and the 
restored edifice was begunin 1015; and 
completed in 1439. The cathedral is in 
every part richly decorated with sculptures, 
and the western front, rising to a height of 
280 feet, is, or was, particularly fine with 
its wealth of statues, ornamental carvings) 
and bas-reliefs, It has a circular window 
48 feetin diameter. The Prussian heavy 
artillery hao made, it is said, a ruin ofa 
part of the vast building. 


The astronomical clock, the product of a 
German clockmaker, in about the year 
1450, is a marvel of ingenuity and mech- 
anical skill,and has ao.counterpart, It 
performs not only the ordinary service of a 
clock, but exhibits the days and mouths 
and the years; the process of the seasons; 
the signs of the zodiac and the names and 
movements of the\heavenly bodies, At 
each quarter of ab bour an sogel comes 
out and strikes one stroke on a bell; at 
every hour angther ange! comes out and 
atrikes twicg, and at 12,meridian, a figure of 
Christ appears, accompanied by the twelye 
apostles, all of whom move round a central 
point and pass-in, out of sight, by another 
door; the stroke of 12 being given, and a 
cock flaps bis wings and crows, The cock 
is enormous in size, like everything else 
connected with the vast cathedral, and is 
invisible from the outside street—the apec 
tator passing through the nave of the cath- 
edral to seo it. It has auffered from fire 
and yiolence betore the present year,hnying 
been out of repair aod motionless since the 
revolution of 1798, until 1852, it 
Was ropaired by a wal maker of Bas-Rhin 
and it has been fn Operation since, It isto 
bo hoped that this ingeniua piece of mech- 
anism has not been irreparably Injured by 
tho present bombardment,

Nearly every city and town of any im- 
portance, is contributing its mite towards 
ulleviating the distress of those who lost 
their all by the late fireain the Ottawa 
District; yet Belleville has done nothing, 
nor has any steps been taken with that 
end in view. At «meeting held ia Toron- 
to « few days since, a committee was ap- 
pointed from among thecitizensto wait 
upon the Council, to press upon that body 
the propriety of making a grant from the 
City Treasury.

It was a 
most gorgeous scene, My friend told me 
that Horace Greely who was driving in 
company witn him not long since from 
Chavtauvua Lake, described it as being one 
of the most lovely views he ever beheld, 
resembling much view from the 
mountains overlooking Naples. It took 
nearly an hour to reach the summit, but the 
eye never tired as it took inthe ever-chang- 
ing and beautiful Panorama which Nature 
had spread out before us,

Britain, has not figured before the public 
for any great lengtb of time as an oarsman, 
though his performances with the spruces 
baye been of so brilliant a character as to 
make his name “a household word" to 
those who follow with interest the record 
of acquatic sports. His first performance 
of merit was his defeat (in 1868) of Joseph 
Sadler, of Surbiton, for the championship 
of thé Thames. This victory was thought 
so highly of by Renforth’s friends, that he 
was matched against Harry Kelley, cham- 
pion of England, ‘The race was rowed in 
November, 1868, from Putney to Mortlake, 
4} miles, and was won by Renforth in the un- 
precedented short time of 22 minutes and 
85 seconds, or one minute less than any 
previous performer, This at once raised 
the Tyneside man to the highest position 
in the acquatic firmament, a position which 
he has ever since occupied without being 
called upon to defend his title of champion 
of England.

Winship was successful in several single 
scull races in which he rowed, Martin's 
name is not recorded as having figured in 
any contests of importance previous to 
joining the Tyne champion four, 
The first achievement of note by the St. 
John, New Brunswick, crew, was their 
defeat of an Indiantown four, who bad 
tor several years held the championship of 
St, John-Harbor, an honor much coveted 
by the oarsmen of that section. Shortly 
after this victory, they proceeded to 
Spriagfeld, Massachusetts, where they met 
and conquered the best crews of the Unit- 
ed States. In 1867 they went to Paris, 
where, in a race for inrigged boats, they 
reached the goal first after a tough contest 
with a crew called the Goslings, of Paris, 
The second contest in which§they rowed 
wasa race for outriggers, confined to 
amateurs, « mile and a half overa straight 
course. Crews from London and Oxford 
were entered, both of which carried cox- 
swains, The St. John men were behind 
for the greater part of the journey, but 
pulled up and won at the floish, These 
successes gave them the sobriquet of the 
“Paris” crow, which name they. have since 
borne. In October they pulled their last 
important match, that with the Wards, at 
Springfield, whom they defeated with the 
greatest caso, in 38:28 for the six miles, 
As the Wards were champions of America, 
the title fell to the St. John’s men, who 
have not since been called upon to defend 
it, American oarsmen being apparently 
afraid to enter the field against them. The 
names of the crew are Samuel Hutton, 
George Price, Elijah Ross and Robert 
Fulton, Their weight, &c.; was given by 
usa few days ago.

public that there cannot be a difference as 
above represented of 20 miles, as the dis- 
tance via the Hastings Road from Thwaite’s 
to the junction referred to on the Mississip- 
pi Road, is altogether only 884 miles,which 
may be shortened 6 miles by the erection 
of a bridge across the York River, at La- 
yalle’s—the Road being already made aud 
known as the Layalle Road—or may be 
further shortened two miles by a road 
about four miles of which are to be made, 
extending from L’Amable through a good 
tract of lovel land till it falls upon the 
Missiasipp: Road,ten miles east of the Hast~ 
ings Road, and thus reducing the distance 
to 80} miles; whereas the proposed route 
through Cashel and Mayo, betweun the 
same points, cannot be less than about 30 
miles, having to pass through a country 
very much intersected by lakes, swamps 
and rough land. Now if this new road is 
to go on under the auspices of tho County 
Council, it will act injuriously to the inter- 
esta of the Hastings Road, as it 1s evident 
that the object of its promoters is to make 
it a County Road in opposition to the one 
already in existence, and so throw in abay- 
ence the interests of all the other Townships 
here, for the sakeof two or three, These 
remarks are not intended as an objection to 
roads being opened up to lands fit for 
settlement, for all must acknowledge the 
necessity of such as an encouragement to 
settlers, buteven in that case one section 
should not receive more cognizance from 
the County Council and the Government, 
than they may be willing to accede to the 
others, It may be said, very likely, by the 
promoters of said route, that the reason 
why a road is proposed to the Townships 
of Carlow and Mayo, is owing to the quan 
tity and quality of theirland; but I beg to 
state that the same reason can, with equal 
force, be applied to eight or ten Townships 
lying to the west and north-west of them, 
and to which the Hastings Road is the line 
of communication, 


Jonsidering then that the Hastings Road 
1s the main artery to this portion of the 
country, and that by a liberal outlay on 
that section of it between McKillican’s and 
York River, a distance of about 20 miles, 
with small repairs on the other portions, it 
could be improved so that an ordinary team 
could carry a load of twenty hundred 
weight from Madoc to Doyle's Corners, 
Tho first great interest in the promotion of 
the settlement of this County 18 the necessi- 
ty of having one good road, from which 
cheap Roads shoutd be made into the blocks 
of good land in each Township. I would 
fain hope that you will insert this letter in 
an early issue of your paper, and also that 
you may deem it proper to continue your 
countenance towards adyocating the inter- 
eats of these northern parts, as no doubt 
they will come prominently into importance 
the more they are known,

A valuable article in the Moscow “Gaz- 
ette,” accuses Prussia of originating the 
present conflict, Itsays: ‘The war was 
prepared bythe astute policy of Borlin, 
not only at home, but alsoin the enemy's 
camp ;and when all was ready—when 
France was isolated abroad and disorganiz- 
ed and betrayed at home, and consequently 
quite incapable of entering on a great war 
—she was goaded into fighting, and in such 
® manner that it seemed as if the provoca- 
tion came from herself. The Prussian de- 
claration of war was put into the mouth of 
irritated France, who knew not what she 
eald.”

Douchery---A Memorable 
Spectacle. 


A correspondent of tho New York LHer- 
ald, writing from Douchery, September 3 
gives the following account of the moye- 
ments of Napoleon, after his interview with 
King William :— 

“The Emperor, a prisoner of war, has 
just passed below my window through the 
main street of Douchery. It is raining 
torrents, A column of Wurtemburg troops 
coming in the opposite direction blocks 
up the way. The cortege was preceded by 
a troop of black hussars in full uniform 
and uncloaked, Then came the brougham 
with the Emperor. He was in the kepj 
undress uniform of a Lieut.-General, with 
tho star of the Legion of Honor on his breast 
His face looked exceedingly worn, with 
dark lines under his eyes, which were ob- 
servant of what was passing around, for-he 
saluted the Englishmen who ran out to see 
him and raised his hat, By hisside sat a 
French officer, I think, Achille Murat, But 
who could look at any one but the one 
man? and it was only a glance any person 
with good feeling would care to give. 

“Atsuch a moment even to him the 
horses were worthy of the imperial stables. 
‘The postillions were smart as it in the Bois 
or en route for St, Cloud ona wet day, They 
and the two who satbehind wore long 
water-proof cloaks, glazed hata and the 
imperial cockade, As the brougham was 
stopped for a moment my courier caught 
sight of his Majesty's face, “What a 
change,” he says, “since the Prince Na- 
poleon lodged in my louse in London 
before he went to live in King street.” 
He had his hand to his moustache, which 
had the well known point and waxed ends. 
“But there was no neryous twitching, 
and the emotion which shook him for a

The Germans ordered out of Paris are 
taking their road by the Lyons railway. 
There they sit on their goods and chattels 
waiting for the train, abusing France, and 
muttering not a few curses loud and deep 
against Bismarck, who has destroyed the 
“unity ”’ of a successful lifein Paris, for 
France will never allow the Prussians to 
“colonize” their capital again, Those few, 
who are exceptionally permitted to remain, 
contrary to the popular wish, will have 
their names and addresses placarded over 
the walls of the city, so that those who run 
may read, It cannot be gainsaid, France 
has suffered from the espionophobis, which 
has seized the Prussians and contributed to 
fill the French prisons. 


The Figaro is a journal, that noone would 
consider as serious, but which unquestion- 
ably has the “ widest circulation in the 


world"—of France. It makes the most reck_ 
loss statementa—the most sensational 


paragraphs. It announced that Prussia had 
equipped in America a whole fleet of Ala- 
bamai—which afew houra—till a telegram 
was sent to Washington, soon belied, Worse 
still was the conduct of one of its contributors 
in stating that the French protestants in the 
South were making common course with the 
Prussians. The government indignantly ro- 
polled the libel, andthe heads ofthe Pro- 
testants Consistory have publicly reprobated 
the slander—stating that they have like all 
France, but one religion—patriotism.

Loxpow, Sept. 22.—King William reports to 
Queen Augusta that the investment of Paris is 
now complete, 

The French advauce on the north side of 
Paris had been repulsed with a loss of 7 guns 
and 25,000 prisoners. 

Prussian defeats are obscurely reported as 
haying occurred at Athis and Mons, 

The private secretary of Etienne Arago, 
Mayor of Paris, hs been arrested as a Prus-~ 
sian spy, 

The ‘Standard’ of this morning says that the 
negotiations at Meaux are proceeding hopefully. 
The general principles have already been ar- 
ranged by Bismarck and Favre. The details 
are now under discussion. 

Another journal reports that thus far the 
only question which has been discussed Is who 
can ratify on the French side,

The intoxication of the military circles of 
Germany caused by the success of the Prussian 
arms hos led them to demand without any 
reflection of consequences, that Alsace, Lor- 
raine, Metz, Touls and Verdun shall bo given 
up by the French and anfiexed to Germany; 
they also urge with an equal disregard to diplo- 
matle consequences the Pruas{an occupation of 

Laxembourg, the giviog of French Flanders to 
Belgium, and of Savoy to Switzerland, and of 
Nice and Corsica to Italy. They will not sub- 
mit in apy way to the Interference of neutrals.

at noon, wished to seohim, Mr, Young 
‘was somewhat incredulous at this, and on 
the way down to the Fort asked she guard 
if he thought there was an intention to car- 
ry out the execution, The guard gave it 
aa hia opinion that the matter was a serious 
one and thatin all probability the prisoner 
would die. 

Mr. Young entered the room, and there 
was Scott much more comfortably lodged 
than before, with a bed, pens, ink, &c., 
with a candle, but still the room was the 
condemaed cell, and poor Scott was to die 
on the morrow. 

On seeing Mr. Young, Scott was evi- 
dently much gratified and expressed his 
gratitade most fervently. He seemed to 
tully realize bis position as a perilous ono, 
and fully impressed with thoidea that the 
shooting would be carried out. But in the 
course of the conversation, seeing as it 
Were, to get a true British view of the af- 
fair, he interjected, ‘But will they dare to 
doit? They have the power to do it, and 
they hate me enough todo it, but will 
they dare to do it!’ Aftewards he spoke to 
Mr, Young of bis friends, told him how to 
dispose of the little articles he aad, asked 

him to write to them, and told him what 
to say to them, and after that he deyoted 
himeelf to his spiritual affairs. And here 
it may be well to mention that Mr. Young 
wishes it to be distinctly understood that 
the representations made by the St.Hyacin- 
the Courier relative to Scott's hardened - 
ness, his violence, his frequent refusals to 
receive Mr. Young, and his caliousness as 
regards his position

4 little rest, and asked Mr, Young that he 
would come down early in the morning. 
The Reverend gentleman agreed with him 
and went away. 

Next morning Mr. Young, who, it may 
easily be imagined, passed a sleepless night, 
Wasup and doing. He wentto oneand 
then to another, who, as he thought, might 
havo the slightest influence in averting the 
fate of the unfortunate man, and pleaded 
with them to intercede. None of them 

had heard of the matter at ali; most of 
them did not believe the execution would 
ever take place. Butofthose whom Mr, 
Young called upon, Mr, Donald Smith, 
then acting Commissioner, at once promis- 
ed to use all the influence he possessed to 
Stay the proceedings, Pere Lestang (the 
scoundrel) also promised to intercede tor 
him. Mr, Young then went to Riel bim- 


self and urged him torelease the young 
man, 


BUT RIEL WAS INEXORABLE. 

‘No,’ said the scoundrel, ‘he is a bad 
man and he josulted the guards; he bas 
had w fair trial, Five out of six of the 
Council of War bave tound him guilty, 
only one objecting, and with tearsin ther

It may be mentioned here that Scott, 
when the trial had ended, and Riel told 
him that they “must kill him,” urged 
that his trial bad not been a fair one—that 
it had been conducted entirely in French, 
nd that so far he had not understood a 
single word that bud been said; nor did 
ho know what charges actually had been 
brought sgainsthim. Riel, in reply, said 
in English thut five of the six Counsellors 
concurred in condemning him. Canada

We publish in to-day's paper a full ac 
count of the murder of poor Scott by Riel! 
and his minions, na detailed by the Rev 
Geo, Young, Wesloyan Methodist Minister, 
to the special commissioner of the Toronto 
Telegraph. Tt has but to bo read to con 

| vince every ono of the kind « nt 
that should bo meted ou. to all who were 
u the murder, Will 


in any way concern: 


retributive juat! o follow these miscreants ¢ 
That remo of conscience and constant 
dread will haunt the murderers wo haye no 


doubt, but will the etrong arm of tho law 
be brought to bear against them ? It would 
be mere affectation on our part,to say ; we 
believe it will. The absconding ot Riell 
and O'Donoghue will be looked upon by 
Governor Archibald aa a fortunate clroum 
atance in the commencement of his admin- 
iatration of the affairs of Manitoba, His 
policy will be one of conciliation, to which 
wo do not object, 80 long as it is not ex- 
tended to those directly responsible for the 
murder of Scott. Governor Archibald’s 
sympathetic speech in the House of Com~- 
mons, when this question was under con- 
sideration, cloes not impress us with tho 
utmost confldence in his desire to-push the 
punishment, even of murderers in that ter- 
ritory, further than ho is obliged. We hope 
we may be mistaken, Let all the sympathy 
and kindness consistent with justice and 
the rights of loyalists, be extended to the 
poor dupes who were led into realatance 
and rebellion; but no peace should be pro- 
claimed in favor of the leaders; their fate 
should bo perpetual banishment from the 
country, or incase of their return, that 
which any cold-blooded murderer would 
receive, 

Advices from that country inform us that 
a better atate of feelmg is beginning to 
exist among the loyalists, and that the mis- 
erable half breeds who were led into rebel- 
lion by wily priests and designing vaga- 
bonds, are hiding away from view, fearful 
of what may possibly befal} them, 


A meeting was held in the settlements, 
and a demand made upon Donald A. Smith 
the Hudson Bay Company's Governor, for 
the body of Scott, Smith first denied 
theirmght to claim it; and remarked that 
if they had, they should prove that right, 
and then apply to the now properly 
constituted authorities for it, This is what 
might have been expected from Donald A. 
Smith, 

An address was presented to Governor 
Archibald by Col. Wolseley and Mr, Smith, 
to which the Governor replied in appro- 
priate terms, A levee was held, and a 
large number of persons presented to him, 
after which the volunteers were reviewed. 

We also learn that Dr, Schultz had no 
sooner arrived in the territory than he took 
upon himself the duty of chastising one 
scoundrel, who while the Dr, was imprison- 
ed by Riell, and when ruffianism could be 
indulged in with impunity, offered indig- 
nity to and insulted his wife. Though no 
advocates of lynch law, nor of horse-whip- 
ping editors, but when a miscreant like 
the editor of the New Nation of Red River, 
so far forgets himself in his advocacy of 
lawlessness and treason, asto insult a 
defenceless woman, knowing that her hus- 
band was incarcerated or driven from the 
country, we candidly confess that we read 
the account of the horse-whipping which 
Schultz administered to the editor of the 
New Nation with no little degree ot satis- 
faction. We fancy we see the strong man's 
breast heaving in righteous indignation, 
and lashing the coward for insulting oud 
who could not properly resentit, and where 
there was no law to punish him. The 
story is thus told, and let him who dis- 
Approves, remember the provocation and 
ask himself if he would not haye done the

Like most others who 
Oil Regions for the first timo, I 
appointed. From what I bad 
heard I had formed a certain idea of what 
the country was like, and to what extent 
the oil territory had been developed. I 
expected to find Titusyille, Pit Hole, Red 
Hot, Oil City, Petroleum Centre, Scrub 
Grass, Cat Fish, Franklin, Belle Island and 
a score or more of places which appeared 
on the map, as simply the location of an 
operator or a company of operators, with a 
few shanties, a corner grocery, the inevita- 
ble groggery, and a derrick here and there 
to point out where the eleagious fluid was 
to be obtained, It is true that several of 
the places mentioned are but a small col 
lection of houses, but many of them are 
large towns and cities, having populations 
varying from two to ten thousand inhabi- 
tants, with all the evidences of thrift and 
prosperity, while all along the Oil Creeks 
for a distance of thirty or forty miles is one 
continuous settlement. 

Titusville, which may be said to be the 
commencement of the Oil Territory, is a 
handsome city of ten thousand inhabitants, 
Petroleum Centre, once the chief point for 
oil operators, is the most dilapidated, God- 
forsaken place in the whole country,though 
from recent developments in the vicinity, it 
promises to become again ono of the most 
important centres of ojl production in the 
territory, Oil City is a bustling, thrifty 
town, having about 600 inbabitants, 
Rousville is a growing village, Franklin 
is a prettily situated city witha population 
of 800, and there are a number of other 
settlements which will shortly be entitled”

Whether it 
derived its name from the appearance of 
oil on the water, or from the fact of its ran- 
ning through oil territory, is more than I 


isto beseen covering the surface of the 


places almost perpendicular, and at others 
having a gentle slope, with a succession of 
plateaus, which form a favorable location 
for tanks and derricks. It is impossible to 
give a description of the ever-yarying scene 
which the more you look upon the more 
confused and bewildered you become, 
There sre derricks evyerywhere—on the 
bottom lands of the creek, on islands in 
the centre of the creek, on the margin of 
the creek, so close to therailway track that 
you can touch them with your hand trom 
the window of the car, planted on the side 
hill, one aboye the other, way up to the 
top, lining the summit for miles and miles, 
and clustering in the gorges of the small 
streams which flow into Oil Oreck, as far 
as the eye can reach, at some points, such 
as Pit Hole, Petroleum Centre, Red Hot, 
Tarr Farm, and Rousville, completely cov- 
ering the ground and presenting the ap- 
pearance of a yast forest of derricks, Some 
of these wells, which at one time flowed 
from 100 to 800 barrels a day,aro exhausted 
and have been abandoned. Others are in 
the full tide of prosperity, yielding to their 
owners handsome incomes, Hach well has 
its shanty and its engine, and the smoke 
which comes from the many thousand fires 
darkens the atmosphere, turning into a 
tawny brown eyery green leaf and shrub,

Natioral, I have learned simultancously that 
Thiers has entered upon a confidental mission 
to foreign courts, and may presume that he will 
eudeavor on one side to create a belief in the 
Jove for peace of the present Parlelan Govern 
mont, and on the other side request the loter 
vention of neutral powers in favor of peace, 

which sball deprive Germany of her victorivs 
and prevent every basis of poace which would 
make the next attack of France on Germany 
more difficult, We cannot believe io the sin- 
perity of the present Parislan Government, to 
gonke peace, as long as it continues by its lan- 
gosge and acts at home, to excite tho passions 
of the people and to increase the hatred and 
bitterness of the population, stung by the suf 
feriogs of war, to repudiate in advance every 
basis acceptable to Gormany and unacceptable 
to Freuce. By such a course it becomes Impos 
sible to make peace, for which, people should 
be prepared by calm words, und terms corres 
ponding to the gravity of the situation. If we 
are to belleve that nogotlations for posce with 
us, are honestly latended, the demand that we 
should conclude an armistice without any guar 
anteo for our condition of peace,c ould be meant 
seriously on the supposition that we lack mill~ 
tary political Judgment, or are Indifferent to 
the Interests of Germany.

THE DISASTER EXPLAINED. 
OAPSIZED BY A HEAVY SQUALL. 


New Yonrx, Sept. 25-—Late mail advices 
dispel the mystery which * hung around the 
manner in which the Captain was lost. The 
gunner, with seventeen of the crew who 
escaped, have arrived at the Admiralty in 
London. Itappears that a heavy squall 
struck the ship ; she yielded to its force and 
capsized, Captain Burgoyne was on deck 
atthe moment, He ordered the topsails to 
be lowered and sheets to be let fly.

Mr. Vandusen moved, seconded by Mr. 
Lewis, That the sidewalk from J, H. Simp- 
son's to the limits of the Corporation, on 
the road to the Deaf and Dumb Asylum be 
placed in proper repair. 

Mr. Kelso asked why it was not intend- 
ded to build it to the Ayslum. 

Mr. Vandusen said the town’s money 
could not be used for that purpose, The 
County or the Township of Sidney would 
no doubt complete the sidewalk when built 
to the Corporation limits. There had been 
some correspondence with the Warden on 
the subject. 

Mr, Smith—We expect to hear from the 
Warden to-morrow. 

Mr. Henderson advocated the building 
of a good sidewalk from the topof Murney’s 
hill. 

Mr. Flint said there was one subject on 
which he desired to say a few words, that 
was theemployment of prisoners commit- 
ted to hard labor in the county gaol. On 
visiting there afew days ago, he found 
sixteen or seventeen young men confined 
there idle. He had asked the Sheriff and 
the Gaoler the reason of this, and their 
answer was there was no stones and no 
hammers. He bad written to the Warden 
on the subject, who informed him that the 
matter had frequently been before the 
County Council, but that there was always 
great difficulty ia the way of co-operation 
with the Town Council, though no doubt 
the County Council wasin favor of tur- 
nishing employment to the prisoners, If 
the Town got stone broken, the County 
would expect the Town to pay for it. Af- 
ter further correspondence, the Warden 
had promised that if the Town furnished 
stone,he would see that the prisoners broke 
it. This might cost more than breaking 
the stone upon the road, but he (Mr, Flint) 
thought that ifit were understood that 
every prisoner sentenced to hard labor 
was made to perform it, then there would 
be a great diminution in the number of 
prisoners. The Council would not be doing 
their duty if they did not use every means 
to this end, 

Mr. Vandusen amended his motion so as 
to read “from the top of Murney’s hill to 
the limits of the Corporation,” &o,—Oar- 
ried, 

Mr. Holden said the proper way to move 
dn the matter spoken of by Mr, Flint 
would be to memoralize the Government 
to make a change in the criminal laws. 


Mr. Flint had spoken to seyeral members 
of the County Council, who were willing to 
do what they could, 

Mr. Vandusen rose to speak but Mr, 
Henderson called him to order, as there was 
no motion before the chair, 

Mr. Holden asked that his By-Law for 
the subdivision of the town into electoral 
districts, be allowed to stand over. 

The Mayor said the meeting of the 
general Committee on the Cemetery would 
be held in the Town Hall to-morrow even- 
ing. Atthe next meeting of the Qouncil 
he would be prepared to submit something 
respecting the selection of laud and price, 

Mr. Henderson said he had received no 
notice to attend the meetings that had been

ToxspAY, Sept. 27th, 1870, 
FIRST DAY—Contrivgp, 
o'BRIEN’S BRIDGE. 

Mr, White asked explanations as to how 
Mr. Gilbert came to be connected with the 
building of O'Brien’s bridge, 

Mr, Flint explained that Mr, Bradshaw, 
the contractor, was unable to get on proper- 
ly with the work, and Mr. Gilbert was 
appointed to oversee the work, He (Mr. 
Flint) had been over the bridge and found 
that the work, if not executed so well as if 
done by a more scientific mechanic, was 
yet solidly and strongly built with no 
shake, 

The Warden said that Mr, Bradshaw 
proceeded with the work without properly 
fulfilling his sureties, giving as his reason 
that one of his sureties was sick, He was 
unable to pay his men, and was compelled 
to work upon credit, and finally entered in- 
to an agreement by which theCounty assum- 
ed the control of the work, and appointed 
Mr. Gilbert to complete it. This he had 
done, and done satisfactorily, Under these 
circumstances, he proposed that a fair 
valuation of the bridge be made, and that 
Mr. Bradshaw be paid the balance to 
which he would be entitled by such 
valuation. He was entitled to some con- 
sideration for introducing this system of 
bridges, 

Mr, Findley came in, 

Mr. White was perfectly satisfled with 
the statements of the Warden of the action 
of the Gravel Road Committee, He would 
support the suggestion throwa out by the 
Warden. 

Mr. Cummings said that of the $1450 
for which the contract was let, $850 were 
for a third truas, which had not been built, 
The Wardensaid that the trusses had 
been boarded, which work would form an 
offset against the $850.

by orders on the ‘Treasurer, after deducting 
all adyances by the County, jt being under- 
stood that a list of claims given to the 
Committee be paid in the order given so 
for as the balance may go.” 

Committee rose and reported
